INCE the first competitive long-distance balloon trips,, 


at the Paris Exposition of 1900, so-called balloon 


races have been flown year after year, with many fatali- 
ties and comparatively insignificant results. It could not 
be otherwise, for the race in balloons with no means o 
steering, the balloonists being at the mercy of the Wind 
from the moment of ascension, is not a true race but a 
game of chance. The study of air currents, temperatures, 
mapping of terrain and other studies necessary to aviation 
can better be accomplished in aerial machines fitted with 
steering and other controlling apparatus. 


It is strange that while an aviator is flying across the 


continent, in a real flying machine, at over 100 miles an 
hour, with all the latest inventions in aviation at his com- 
mand, for a nonstop record, men should lose their valu- 
able lives in a flight of lighter-than-air balloons of prac- 
tically the same structure, and with as little means of 
control, as the silk toys in which the first balloomsls, 
Charles and De Rozier, amused the world m 1783. 


In these 140 years since the first success of the 


hydrogen-filled balloon, whatever could be discovered by 
ascending in baskets suspended from gas bags, without 
means of guidance other than finding favorable currents, 
has been discovered.

A Report Of Omissions 


summary of the report of the Federal Coal Com- 


i 1 
mission on the anthracite industry omits mention of 


the most interesting subject in the field of coal econom- 
ics. 
It reports that the income of a miner's family of 


five, when every opportunity of employment is utilized. 
averages $1500 to $2000 a year. It does not say, how- 
ever, what that opportunity is nor name prevailing rates 
of wages. It fails to state if the industry is overdeveloped, 
as are the bituminous fields, necessitating a great deal of 
idleness and making it imperative for workers to demand 
abnormally high wages in order to eke out a living. 


Nor is the analysis of the profits of operators and 


retailers enlightening. 
Operators and retailers, it is de- 


clared, divide 11 to 12 cents' profit out of every dollar. 
On this basis return on the investment depends entirely 
on the turnover of the dollar. 
The packing industry 


claims only a penny or so profit on every dollar turned 
over. Nevertheless, the rapid reinvestment of the dollar 
brings an annual return on the investment that satisfies 
capitalists with at least a normal appetite for profit. 


The commission's summary says that one-third of 


the anthracite supply is exhausted, but includes no state- 
ment from the point of view of conservation of an im- 
portant national resource. Is anthracite being greedily 
and ^Tastefully mined with the purpose of profit only?
